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Feature  of  Issue:     IMPORTS  OF  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS. 
CROP  PROSPECTS.

Except  for  further  reductions  :'.n  the  estimates  for  Hungary 
the  cereal  crop  outlook  for  the  Northern  Hemisphere  remains  about 
the  same  as  last  week.    By  next  week  the  September  1  estimates 
should  he  available  which  ought  to  give  a  pretty  close  check  upon 
the  supply  of  grain  from  this  crop.     The  total  of  estimates  received 
to  date  show  reductions  from  lact  year's  crops  amounting  to  11.5  per 
cent  for  wheat,  15.5  for  rye,  7.3  per  cent  for  barley,  and  3.7  per 
cent  for  oats. 

RICE 

Consul  Cunningham  at  Shanghai  reports  that  the  rice  crop  in 
China  has  not  been  greatly  damaged  by  the  floods.     Of  seven  prov- 
inces producing  about  70  per  cent  of  the  Chinese  rice  crop,  only 
one,  KLangsi,  was  affected  by  the  flood  and  according  to  the  Consul 
the  damage  there  does  not  enceed  10  per  cent.     Throughout  the  coun- 
try the  rice  crop  this  ye?r  is  generally  considered  to  be  better 
than  last  year  when  the  crop  was  estimated  by  a  prominent  Chinese 
authority  to  be  around  25,000,00-6  short  tons  of  cleaned  rice. 

Last  year's  crop  was  short,  the  normal  harvest  being  in  the 
neighborhood  of  30,000,000  short  tons.  China  is  a  net  importer  of 
rice,  the  annual  average  imports  for  the  period  1903-13  being  over 
350,000  short  tons.  In  1923,  the  net  imports  were  unusually  large 
being  about  1,485,000  short  tons.  With  the  crop  this  year  more 
nearly  normal  imports  are  likely  to  be  much  less  than  in  1923,  un- 
less rice  is  used  to  make  up  some  part  oi  the  shortage  in  the  wheat 
crop.

CROP  PROSPECTS,  Cont'd. 
CO 'TON 

Egyptian  cotton  has  suffered  from  recent  general  attacks  of  the  pink 
"boll  worm.    Zagora  varieties  have  suffered  more  than  Sake  liar  :l&is.     The  plants 
are  -unusually  well  developed,  however,  due  to  early  favorable  weather  condi- 
tions and  may  withstand  the  attack  if  hot  weather  continues  throughout  Sep- 
tember.   Bolls  are  opening  rapidly  in  Lower  Egypt  and  picking  has  begun. 

The  Indian  monsoon,  which  "brought  general  rains  during  the  first  part 
of  August  has  weakened,  but  weather  conditions  on  the  whole  are  considered  fav- 
orahle.     The  Indian  Meteorological  Department's  recent  forecast  states  that  the 
rainfall  for  August  and  September  will  "be  in  excess  in  northwest  India  and 
though  the  indications  for  the  Peninsula  are  not  so  strongly  marked,  the  rain- 
fall there  is  likely  to  be  normal  or  in  excess. 

The  Russian  Central  Committee  has  received  reports  that  its  original 
scheme  for  planting  1,083,000  acres  of  cotton  for  1324  has  been  surpassed  ac- 
cording to  Economic  Life.     In  Turkestan,  the  chief  cotton  region,  the  weather 
has  been  unfavorable ,  but  no  serious  damage  has  resulted. 

GERMAN  CROP  ACREAGES  1924 

Slight  decreases  are  shown  in  .the  acreage  of  wheat  and  rye  in  Germany 
while  the  acreage  of  barley,  oats,  potatoes,  and  sugar  beets  is  larger  than  in 
1923,  according  to  a  cablegram  received  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  from  the  Agricultural  Commissioner  in  Berlin.     The  severe  winter 
killing  in  wheat  and  rye  reported  earlier  in  the  season  has  apparently  been 
largely  made  up  by  increases  in  spring  seedings. 

The  acreage  of  wheat  is  given  as  3,522,000  acres  compared  with 
3,653,000  acres  last  year,  a  decrea.se  of  .2  per  cent.     The  area  of  rye  is 
10,526,000  compared  with  10,790,000  acres  in  1923  or  a  reduction  of  2.5  per 
cent.     The  barley  acreage  is  11.2  per  cent  above  that  of  last  year  being  given 
as  3,576,000  acres  against  3,216,000  acres  in  1923. 

There  is  an  increase  of  5.4  per  cent  in  the  oats  acreage,  the  area  for 
this  season  being  8,713,000  acres  compared  with  3,265,000  acres  last  year. 
The  sugarbeet  acreage  is  974,000  acres  against  948,000  acres  last  year.  •  The 
acreage  of  potatoes  is  6,825,000  acres  compared  with  6,738,000  acres  in  1923. 
Condition  on  August  1  was  above  average  for  all  crops. 

CAMDIA3T  CROP  CONDITIONS. 

Considerable  improvement  in  Canadian  crop  conditions  during  the  latter 
part  of  August  is  reported  by  the  Dominion  Bureau  on  September  3,  although 
yields  will  be  light  in  the  central  and  west  central  districts  of  Saskatchewan. 
Yields  in  this  province  will  vary  from  10  to  30  bushels.     Conditions  in  Mani- 
toba have  been  favorable  to  the  filling  of  grain  and  the  yield  is  estimated 
at  about  IS  bushels,  although  some  fields  of  Marquis  will  make  40  bushels. 
Conditions  in  Alberta  have  improved,  although  a.  large  area  in  southeastern 
Alberta  will  have  a  very  light  yield.     Harvesting  is  progressing  under  varied 
conditions  being  in  full  swing  in  the  South,  while  it  will  not  be  general  in 
the  northern  and  central  districts  until -^the  middle  of  September.

AUSTRALIAN  SHEEP  AND  CATTLE  CONTINUE  TO  DECREASE. 

Preliminary  livestock  returns  for  the  states  of  Hew  South  Wales  and  Queens- 
land and  final  returns  for  /ictcrir  indicate  material  decreases  in  sheep  and  cattle 
compared  with  1923.     These  three  states,  at  the  beginning  of  1922,  had  67,750,000 
sheep  or  82.4  per  cent  of  the  sheep  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia,  and 
12,336,000  or  83.4  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  cattle. 

On  January  1,  1924,  the  number  of  sheep  in  these  three  states  was  estimated 
at  59,660,557,  a  decreo.se  of  7  per  cent  compared  with  1923  and  12  per  cent  com- 
pared with  1922.     Cattle  were  estimated  at  10,513,002  compared  with  11,849,608  in 
1923.     This  is  a  decrease  of  14.8  per  cent  in  comparison  with  1922. 

Pinal  figures  for  New  South  Wales  and  Queensland  when  they  come  out  are  not 
likely  to  alter  these  totals  much.     ITo  doubt,  the  returns  for  the  other  states, 
when  available,  will  tell  a  similar  story.    Unfavorable  climatic  conditions  in 
certain  regions  during  1922-23  and  in  the  case  of  Victoria  heavy  shipments  of  mut- 
ton and  lamb  in  1923  are  no  doubt  partly  responsible  for  this  decrease.

CANADIAN  CATTLE  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Since  1920,  when  415,856  head  of  live  "beef  cattle  were  exported 
from  western  Canada  to  the  United  States,  that  trade  has  consistently  de- 
clined..   The  American  tariff  of  1921  cut  the  figure  almost  in  half,  to 
221,278  head,  which  dropped  to  121,060  in  1922,  rallying  in  1923  to  199,272. 


P&ICES  OF  PORK  PRODUCTS  RISING  I  IT  GERMANY. 

Prices  of  hogs,  lard  and  margarine  in  Germany  continue  to  rise  in 
sympathy  with  the  upward  movement  in  the  United  States,  according  to  cables 
from  the  office  of  the  American  Agricultural  Commissioner  in  Berlin.  The 
improvement  in  hog  prices  is  particularly  noticeable  and  will  be  welcomed 
by  German  farmers,  as  the  potato  crop  is  good,  ensuring  large  domestic 
supplies  of  feed.

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WHEAT  EXPORTS  ICR  AUGUST  SI-TOW  H£EH0VEM3UT  OVER  LAST  Y2AR. 


The  exports  of  wiaeat  from  the  United  States  during  the  four  weeks 
ending  August  20  exceeded  those  fcr  the  corre spending  period  of  last  year 
by  more  than  1,000,000  oushels,  or  an  increase  of  about  8  pc-r  cent,  ac- 
cording to  an  analysis  of  the  expert  statistics  of  the  United  States, 
collected  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Commerce.    Appro xima t  e  ly 
15,296,000  bushels  of  wheat  was  exported  from  the  United  States  during 
the  four  weeks  ending  August  20,  1924,  as  compared  with  14,198,000  bushel 
exported  during  the  month  of  August,  1923,  and  33,703,199  bushels  daring 
the  month  of  August,  1922. 

The  United  Kingdom  was  first  among  the  declared  destinations  with 
2,700,000  bushels;  031 ,000  bushels  were  shipped  to  Italy,  and  5,564,000 
bushels  to  other  countries  in  Europe.     Canada  is  credited  with  6,173,000 
bushels;  the  bulk,  if  not  all,  of  this  wheat,  however,  represents  grain 
shipped  through  Canada  in  transit  for  export  to  other  countries.  Exports 
to  all  other  countries  were  290,000  bushels. 

Chicago  was  the  principal  port  of  exit.     The  shipments  via  that 
port  during  the  month  of  August,  1924,  amounted  to  5,459,000  bushels,  as 
compared  with  3,733,570  bushels  during  August,  1923.     Galveston  ranked 
second,  with  exports  amounting  to  4,080,000  bushels  during  August,  1924, 
compared  with  3,770,000  bushels  during  August,  1923.     Other  ports  in  the 
order  of  volume  of  shipments  were  Few  Orleans,  with  1,220,000  bushols; 
Duluth,  1,135,000  bushels ;  Portland,  Oregon,  877,000  bushels;  and  Mil- 
waukee, 719,000  bushel::.-    Exports  through  the  port  of  New  York  amounted 
to  375,000  bushels  and  from  Philadelphia,  598,000  bushels.  Shipments 
from  Baltimore  amounting  to  485,000  bushels  show  the  greatest  drop  in 
comparison  with  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year,  when  the  exports 
from  that  port  amounted  to  1,0^-7,763  bushels. 


Connection  at  the  rort  of  Montreal 

Although  the  total  movement  of  wheat  via  the  Great  Lakes  and 
Montreal  route  increased  slightly  over  that  of  the  corresponding  month 
of  last  year,  shipments  via  thai;  route  showed  a  marked  falling  off  during 
the  last  two  weeks  of  August,  owing  to  congestion  at  the  port  of  Montreal 
According  to  reports  from  Montreal,  the  elevators  at.  that  port  were  not 
only  full  but  52  vessels  were  in  the  harbor  waiting  to  be  unloaded  and 
practically  no  orders  being  received  except  for  American  grain.  Conges- 
tion at  Sfcntreal  was  followed  by  an  increase  in  the  lake  rates  from  Chi- 
cago, Du.ln.tii,  and  Port  Arthur  to  Montreal  from  6  to  9  cents  a  bushel. 
Por  the  first  half  of  September  owners  are  asking  10  cents. 
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IMPOSTS  OP  AGRICULTURAL  EROPUCTS  WGL1M  DURING  THE  YEAR 

ENDING  JUKE  30,  1924. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1924,  U.S.  imports  of  agricultural 
products  (including  forest  products)  were  valued  at  $2,091,000,000  a  decrease 
as  compared  with  1922-23  of  $220,000,000  or  approximately  9.5  per  cent.  Not- 
withstanding the  decline  in  agricultural  imports  during  1923-24,  they  exceeded 
the  agricultural  exports  "by  $61,000,000.     It  must  he  kept  in  mind,  however, 
that  about  45  per  cent  of  the  imports,  on  the  "basis  of  value,  are  non- 
competitive commodities,  such  as  silk,  coffee,  tea,  rubber,  cocoa,  bananas, 
copra,  Chinese  nut  oil,  jute  and  Manila  hemp,  which  do  not  enter  into  direct 
competition  with  the  farm  products  raised  in  this  country. 

The  largest  items  in  the  list  of  agricultural  imports  are  sugar,  silk, 
coffee,  rubber,  hides  and  skins,  wool,  tobacco,  cotton,  and  tea.     The  greater 
part  of  the  sugar  comes  from  Cuba,  raw  silk  from  Japan  and  China,  coffee  from 
Brazil,  Colombia,  Venezuela,  and  Central  America,  rubber  from  British  East 
Indies,  hides  and  wool  from  South  America  and  Australia,  tobacco  from  Cuba 
and  Netherlands,  cotton  from  Egypt,  and  tea  from  Japan  and  British  East 
Indies . 

The  commodities  showing  the  sharpest  declines  were  silk,  hides  and 
wool.     Imports  of  calfskins  and  cattle  hides  were  valued  at  only  $31,000,000 
or  less  than  half  the  value  of  these  products  received  from  abroad  the  pre- 
ceding year.     Goatskin  imports  were  also  under  those  of  a  year  ago,  while  the 
value  of  sheep  and  lambskins  reached  about  the  same  level  as  during  the  pre- 
vious season. 

Wool  imports  amounted  to  $31,000,000  or  less  than  half  the  value  of 
the  wool  furnished  by  foreign  countries  in  1922-23.     The  decline  in  imports 
of  combing  wool  was  especially  marked,  the  total  valuation  being  placed  at 
only  $44,000,000  as  contrasted  with  5108,000,000  last  year,  or  a  decrease  of 
approximately  60  per  cent. 

During  the  year  just  closed,  imports  of  forest  products  were  valued 
at  $374,000,000,  or  $32,000,000  under  that  of  a  year  ago.  The  falling  off 
was  due  to  lighter  receipts  of  crude  rubber  and  shellac. 


SHIPMENTS  TO  THE  UNITED  STATES  FROM  NONCONTIGUOUS  TERRITORIES. 

In  1923-24,  agricultural  products  to  the  amount  of  $171,000,000  were 
shipped  from  Hawaii,  Porto  Rico,  and  Alaska  to  continental  United  States. 
This  was  an  improvement  of  $15,000,000  over  that  of  the  preceding  year  and 
far  out-balanced  shipments  from  the  United  States  to  these  territories. 

Shipments  from  Hawaii  to  the  United  States  were  valued  at  $104,000,000; 
from  Porto  Rico,  at  $67,000,000;  and  from  Alaska,  at  only  $365,000.     Raw  sugar 
made  up  72  per  cent  of  our  total  shipments  from  Hawaii  and  pineapples  27  per 
cent;  while  from  Porto  Rico,  72  per  cent  of  the  total  shipments  was  sugar,  20 
per  cent,  leaf  tobacco,  and  5  per  cent,  grapefruit,  oranges  and  pineapples. 
Consignments  from  Alaska  were  comparatively  unimportant,  consisting  prin- 
cipally of  wood  and  wood  pulp.

Por  the  twelve  months  ended  -June  30,  152^,  5H»013  bales  of  wool 
were  offered  for  sale  and  501,260  bales  were  sold,  leaving  a  carryover 
of  3.753  bales.    During  the  preceding  year,  473*212  bales  were  sold  out 
of  525»0C4  bales  offered,  making  a  carryover  of  51*192.    While  fewer  bales 
were  offered  during  the  late  sales . period,  considerably  more  bales  were 
actually  sold,  and  the  carryover  was  41,433  bales  or  SO. 3  percent  lover. 

The  report  for  Jane  1924  of  the  American  Consul  General  'at  Wellington; 
New  Zealand,  Edwin  N.  Guns aulas,  on  wool  shows  that  during  that  month  no 
wool  was  shipped  to  the  United  States,  but  that  Great  Britain  held  her 
usual  first  place,  followed  by  India,  Japan,  Canada,  Germany,  Australia, 
Prance  and  Belgium  in  the  order  named.     Total  June  exports  amounted  to 
7,712,, 922  pounds  against  11,602,969  in  May.     The  bulk  of  the  shipments, 
over  95  percent,  went  to  Great  Britain.    Prices  in  the  June  sales  ran 
according  to  the  following  table:
